Abolish Tests, and alter, the Constitution of the Groverning a . d . 1372. 

Body in Trinity College and the University of Dublin. 

TyHEBEAS it is expedient that the benefits of Trinity College 
* f and University of Dublin, and of the schools in the said 
University as places of religion and learning, shordd be rendered 
fi’eely accessible to the nation : 

6 And whereas by means of divers restrictions, tests, and disabilities 
many of Her Majesty’s subjects are debarred from the full enjoy- 
ment of the same : 

^And whereas it is expedient that such restrictions, tests, and 
disabilities shoxdd be removed, imder proper safeguards for the 
10 good government of the said college and university as a place of 
religion and learning, and that certain alterations be made in the 
constitution and government of the same in order to render the 
said government more speedily accessible to aU duly qualified 
persons : 

15 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited as the University of Dublin Tests Act, Short title. 
20 1872. 

2. In the construction of this Act, — Interprcta 

The word “ office ” includes professorship, assistant or deputy 

professorship, public readership, prelectorship, lectiueship, 
assistant lectureship, provostship, fellowship, studentship, 

26 tutorship, scholarship, and exhibition, and also any office or 
emolument not in this section specified, the income of which 
is payable out of the revenues or iacome of the said university 
or college, or any of the schools therein, or which is held and 
enjoyed by any member of the same. 
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2 Xfmversity Tests (JDuhlm). 

3. From and after tte passmg of this Act no person shall be 
required upon exercising, or to enable him to exercise, any of the 
rights and privileges which may heretofore have been or may 
hereafter be exercised by graduates in the said university, or upon 
taking or holding, or to enable him to take or hold, any ofdco in 6 
the said university or college as aforesaid, or upon teaching, or 
to enable him to teach within the said university or college, 
to subscribe to any article or formulary of faith, or to make any 
declaration or take any oath respecting his religious belief or 
profession, or to conform to any form of public worship, or to do 10 
any act in connexion with any form of public worship, or to 
belong to any specified church, sect, or denomination ; nor shall 
any person be compelled in the said university or college to attend 
the public worship of any church, sect, or denomination to which 

he does not belong ; and no person elected to a fellowship shall be 15 
deprived of his ofBce by reason that he is not or does not become 
ordained in holy orders. 

4. On and after the ie^ith day of October one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-tioo the powers, privileges, and functions now 
residing in, possessed, or exercised by the Board, consisting of the 20 
Provost and seven senior Fellows of Trinity College, with respect 

to the election of professors, the management and regulation of 
lectures and examinations, the control of all studies in the said 
university or college, and the granting of aH graces for degrees, 
shall be vested in and exercised by the body herein-after called the 26 
Coimcil of the said University and College. 

5. The said Council shall consist of the Provost, the seven senior 
Fellows of Trinity College, four junior Fellows of Trinity Collego to 
be elected by the junior Fellows of the said college, four professors 

of the said university or of the schools therein, not being fellows of 30 
the said college, to be elected by the professors of the said university 
or of the schools therein, and four doctors or masters of the said 
university not being fellows of the said college or professors of the 
said university or of the schools therein, to be elected by the senate 
of the said university. 36 

At every such election for the Council, every member of the 
senate shall be entitled to a number of votes equal to the number of 
doctors or masters to be elected to the Council at such election, and 
may give all such votes to one doctor or master being a candidate, 
or may distribute them among the doctors or masters being can- 40 
didates, as he thinks fit.

11 Subject to the provisions of this Act the said Council and 10 
Hebdomadal Board shall have power from tune 

rules for the regulation of their own proceedings respectively, an 
"e and alter to regulations herein-hefore dii-eeted to he made, 
whether the same shaU have been made by the 
OoUege, or in case of his failing to do so, by the ChanceUor. 

12. Upon the passing of this Act,
